Vulcan County councillors held 
regular meetings last week, and 
dealt with a number of matters 
l>ertaining to schools and general 
county' business. At the school 
committee meeting held on Mon¬ 
day, the principal item of business 
was the discussion of the proposed 
add tion to the Lomond school. A 
meeting, with V. E .Meech, of 
Meech Mitchell & Associates, Arch¬ 
itects of Lethbridge, discussed 
plans for a two-room addition with 
a full basement to be used al pre¬ 
sent as a small auditorium, and 
arranged so that it might be con¬ 
verted into a class room if the 
school population increases in the 
next few years. Included in the 
plans is the drilling of aj^ufi-a-t 
Lomond school site artfCif suffi¬ 
cient water is obtained, a pressure 
system an 1 water toilet facilities 
installed. Cost of the addlt on and 
improvement would be approxi¬ 
mately $50,000.00 

School committee recommended 
that Lot 14, Block Two, Lomond 
be purchased from the Provincial 
Government -for the sum of $4,000. 
This property is the dwelling for¬ 
merly used by the special areas 
board and will be used as a tea- 
cberage in the future. 

The committee authorized the 
purchase of a tape recorder for 
the Junior-Sen or High School. 
Students from the grade XI class 
donated the sum of $100.00, being 
part of prize money for first prize 
in the Provincial T.B. Essay con¬ 
test in grade XI towards Uie pur¬ 
chase price. An application from 
a number of rate-payers in the 
Blusson school district who claimed 
ownersh p- of a piano which was 
being, used in the Champion school 
for a refund of an amount calcul¬ 
ated to be its value was made to 
the committee The amount of re¬ 
fund to be turned over to the 
Champion Public Library.. This 
matter was conaidered and the 
sum of $175.00 voted for the pur¬ 
chase of the piano. 

County Council 

At the County council meeting 
held on Friday a by-law authoriz¬ 
ing the purchase of a 5-ton tandem 
drive Mercury truck was passed.

Plans to seed about 100 
miles of road allowance this sea¬ 
son were made. It was noted that 
this would take about 2,500 lbs. 
of grass seed, 1,000 pounds of

Schools Go 


While they do not command the publicity which 
is afforded industrial growth and the forward march 
of national progress. Canadian schools are staging a 
march of their own'and it is more important and more 
far reaching than any other of the many manifesta¬ 
tions Of progress in our country today. In 1946 Canada 
had about 2,100,000 children from 5-14 and about 
1,000,000 teenagers from 15-19 years of age. It is 
estimated that by 1961 these figures will rise to 3,- 
800,000 and 1,440,000, not only because of increasing 
births and new Canadians but because more children 
stay at school longer. 

Municipalities are inclined to shake their heads 
and worry about the expense. Provincial governments 
are urged to face the problem and take up their share 
of the financial arrangements. Building trades and 
construction firms look kindly to this avenue of more 
work for their men and suppliers. And in the midst 
of the arguments everyone forgets all too often to 
remember that this largess of children in our national 
life really constitutes riches for which the controlled 
states of Europe have been ready and willing to pay 
a high price throughout the last half century. 

A nation rises over the graves of its great men 
and on the hope of more to come. Canada’s teachers 
and Canada's pupils will tell the story of tomorrow 
for the pupils of the day after tomorrow. So we must 
look this problem squarely in the face. 

In the next few years we will need more schools. 
They will be a capital investment not a current cost. 
We will need more teachers and there will need to be 
more incentive and more opportunity for men and 
women who are willing to make this their life’s work. 
Teachers’ salaries have come into line throughout the 
past few years but there is still a great shortage of 
adequately trained teachers for both the public and 
high schools. The National Education Week Commit¬ 
tee says, “The qualifications for teaching must be

CONSTRUCTION 


IN ALBERTA 

Alberta’s first four lane super 
highway is now under construc¬ 
tion. Located between Crossfield 
and Bowden, this 29 mi le stret¬ 
ch will consist of font' 12-foot 
lanes two asphalt-bound shoul¬ 
ders and a 20-foot centre strip 
dividing the two flows of traf¬ 
fic. The new highway will rank 
with the finest ever built in 
Canada. 

All main h ghways in Alberta 
are being built on a four-year 
schedule The first, year solves 
the problems of location, pur¬ 
chasing of right-of-way, design 
and the building of the sub¬ 
grade. Drainage is of major 
importance and this is given 
close attention when actual 
construction is 'begun. 


Highways 
must be built 
from the bot 
tom up, and so 
clays going 
into the sub 
grade must be 
carefully sel¬ 
ected. Continual tests are run 
in the field laboratory to check 
the stabii ty of this basic mater¬ 
ial., 

As it takes shape, the sub¬ 
grade is w'etted down and com¬ 
pacted with sheepsfoot packers 
and heavy rollers. Ditches, 
shoulders and grade are fine 
graded, and first course sur¬ 
face gravel, again carefully 
selected, is applied. The new 
highway is then put into use 
over winter. 

The second year of the sche¬ 
dule calls for repairing any 
failures that might have been 
caused by the frost action or 
traffic. After this, a stabilized 
base course of screened gravel 
is spread to a depth of five or 
more inches. Two more layers 
of crushed gravel come next, 
each heavily compacted, the 
latter consisting of asphalt- 
bound crushed rock, bring the 
total thickness of the base 
course to nine inches or more. 


At the b< g nning of the third 
year, any further weaknesses 
are corrected and a coat of as¬ 
phalt is applied. After this 
comes the hot plant mix of as¬ 
phalt ard sand. A ribbon of the 
mix, three or four inches in 
thickness, hot to touch and 
smooth as a table, is rolled into 
place at the rate of one to two 
miles per day A few hours after 
the new surface has been laid, 
it is ready for traffic.

Alberta now has more than 
1,500 m les of hard-surfaced 
highways, approximately 20,000 
miles of gravelled main and 
secondary highways and district 
roads, and more than 30,000 
miles of graded roads which are 
still to be gravelled. Engineer¬ 
ing skill and knowledge behind 
the construction and mainten¬ 
ance of this vast system are the 
most expert obtainable. Safety 
and endurance are built into 
every mile of road, and the 
search for better methods never 
ends. *
